PouxDAitiES — The work of the replacement of rubble masonry pillars 
by pucca ones progressed satisfactorily. 

Sdrvev axo working tlaks. — The operations of the Desuri Forests 
regarding the felling of trees as sketched in the provisional 
working plan have been deferred pending the creation of a 
market for the fuel. Two depots were opened one at Sqjat 
Road and the ether at Marwar Junction and both of them are 
reported to be working well. 

General Proteotiox and Breaches or the Law.— T he increase in 
the cases is ascribed to the partial scarcity then prevailug. 

Forest iires, — 2,1-1,700 acres were attempted to be protected, out of 
which the percentage of the failure is quite inappreciable. 
Tiie burning of main fire line between Meywar and Slarwar 
stands .abandoned for want of co-operation on the part of the 
MeyAvar authorites. 

Natural Rei’Koductioks.— The .‘^owing.s sprouted well, ns the rains 
in the beginning Avcrc .sufficient but the riibscquent drought 
sliuled their growth. 

ARnnciAL Rei’ROduction.— Babul and Niin Avere soavu in pits and 
bamboo rbysomes planted along the raAunes ; but with no 
good results as the rains were partial 

YiELn AND WORKING. — ^I’hc rcmoA'nl both of Umber and fuel shows a 
Fatisfnetory increaf-c over the preceding year, owing to the 
comparatively iinproA'cd condition of the market. 

Financial re.sults.— Tlie finances show an improvement ; as they 
give a surplus of *1,0*13 against 3^ 6 of the last year.

INTRODUCTION. 


1. Tlic reservation oE tlic Jaswantpura anti Jalor forests liad again to 
be dcEerrcd to some more favoraldc conditions pre.senting tlieraselvcs. 

2. Two new depots were started, one at Sojat Road and the other at 
Jfarwar Junction ; both gave good results, promising further improvement. 

3. The surveying of the forests to 4 miles to an inch scale was 
continued. 


CHAPTER I. 

Areas and Boundaries. 

4. There were no changes under Forest Conservancy and the area 
remained the same as last 5 'car ; the Fuel and Fodder Reserves had an 
addition of 4 square miles, the total area standing at close of year as below : —

5. The work of replacing dry rubble masonry pillars by pucca ones 
was continued and 148 pillars in Godwar and 30 in Sojat Range wei’c constructed 
at a cost of Rs- 224/15/0.

good order. ■ 

CHAPTER m. 

Surveying, Working Plans, and 
Plan of OpcraHiions. 

7. The surveying of the Sojat Range was, with the c.NCPption of about 
] 0 square miles, completed. 
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S. The Desuri Provisional Working Plan did not work for want of 
market for the out-turn and it stands almost abandoned. Working Plans, 
although so very important to regulate fellings, can not well be attempted 
without a market for the produce and it is as important to create one before 
they are entered upon- The idea is being put into practice in Sojat Range, 
where special attention is being given to the establishment of a number of sale 
depots with the two-fold objects of ; — 

(1) bringing the produce within a convenient reach of the public, 

increasing thereby its sale. 

(2) diminishing as much as possible the chances of the purchaser 

being let loose in the forests. 

0. A plan of operations was as usual prepared and acted upto. 


CHAPTER III. 

General protection and Breaclies of the Law. 

10. The crimiaal tribes and the Grassias, »s a whole, remained pretty 

quiet. 

11. 19 cases were sent to Hakumat and 19 pending from the last j^ear 
brought the total to 38 cases involving 50 persons. Of them 83 cases were 
disposed of, involving 43 persons. Convictions were obtained in 16 cases 
involving 21 men Of the above the Honorary court of Raipur tried 8 cases. 
666 cases were compounded departnientally, as against 225 last year. Last 
year was a year of plenty and the forests were not, so far as grass and other 
minor produce go, much drawn upon.

23. Godhwar Range, — 3,439 pits in Mandigar and 2,231 in Seotalfto 
were sown with Babool and Nim, and Bs-, 5/8/ spent over the operation.
